| For some time past it has been evident 
| that trouble is brewing in Mesopotamia. 
| A statement issued by the War Office on 
| Wednesday describes the riots in the 
| vilayet of Basra a fortnight ago, and Mr. 
| Churchill, in reply to a “ private notice” 
| question in the Honse of Commons yes- 
terday, admitted that peace had not yet 
been restored. On duly Ist Arab bands 
| attacked the Government offices at 
| Rumetha, a place some two hundred miles 
up the Euphrates from Basra and' a 
hundred and fifty miles from Bagdad, 
The object of this attack was the forcible 
release of a local Sheikh. who had been 
imprisoned by the British authorities for 
incitement to rebellion. In order to carry 
out their plan with impunity the raiders 
cut the Bagdad-Basra railway above and 
below Rumetha, thus isolating the little 
town from both bases. They killed the 
Arab guard over the Sheikh and set him 
at liberty.. Reinforcements were hurried 
up from Basra, but only got so far as 
Samawa, about twenty miles down the line 
from Rumetha. Here disturbances also 
were in “progress, and an armoured train 
was derailed’ by the rebels. A “small 
column ’’ tried to push on to Rumetha, 
but was prevented by the cutting of 
canal, and suffered losses at the Arabs’ 
hands. Mr. Churchill amplifies the bald 
oficial statement. According to him. the 
beleaguered garrisons—we presume those 
at Rumetha and Samawa—have not yet 
been relieved, although two weeks have 
elapsed since the trouble began. Heavy 
losses have been suffered by the Imperial 
troops, and the railway communications 
between Basra and Bagdad have not yet 
been restored. We are glad to learn, 
however, that our troops in the Bagdad 
and Mosul districts are in no immediate 
danger. They can be reached and sup- 
plied by means of the River Tigris, which 
is still open. The War Office statement 
assures us. that everything is being 
done to cope with the serious sitna- 
tion. There seems to be no cause 
for alarm, but there is every cause for 
profound dissatisfaction, The nolicy of 
scattering tiny British garrisons through. 
out a hostile country, and leaving them 
vittually at the merey. of murderous] 
tribes, is both dangerons and 
sponsible.

“AS YOU LIKE IT.” 

To expect a company of actors and actresses 
to play a Shakespearean comedy, after having 
played “ Romeo and Juliet” and “She Stoops 
to Conquer” on the two previous nights, is a 
tall order. The performance last evening of 
“As You Like It” by the Gompton Company 
made one feel ihat he would like to have seen 
it on the first nicht of the week. “ Ae You Like 
It” is a kind of “ mystery” play. Nobody 
knows quite what Shakespeare means, and of 
all the comedies, perhaps, it needs the most 
careful interpretation, The players last evening 
were all very good; some of were ex- 
cellent. But they seemed at times io be tired, 
with the result that the play lost some of its 
natura! sparkle. “As You Like It” is like a 
bottle of champagne. A suspicion of flatness 
spoils it. If the ensemble was slightly lacki 
in @iry spootaneity, much of the individua 
acting was remarkably good.

The season tickets 
will be doubled on a pre-war basis, and 
the many thousands of people who went to 
live outside London in response to the 
special indutements offered by the rail- 
way companies will now find themselves 
placed in a most awkward situation. Tí 
is certain that this general increase will 
lead to further demands for wages. In 
the meanwhile the railway servant, whose 
demands have brought about the present 
osition, can get a fortnight in Cornwall 
or himself and his wife without paying a 
fare, while his children will be carried for 
next to nothing. This is called a 
“ privilege,"’ and it can scarcely be denied 
that the railway workers are now a privi- 
leged class.

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LONDONDERRY BILLS. 


THE CITY .BOUNDARIES. 

The Londonderry Corpotation Bill. which 
secks powers for the extension of the boundaries 
of the City of Londonderry, and for other pur- 
poses, came before the Unopposed Committee of 
the House of Commons yesterday. Mr. C. B. 
Marshall, Parliamentary agent. explained that 
the bill was introduced in redemption of a 
pledge given in 1918. The present area of the 
city was 2,579 acres, partly dm the north and 
partly on the south side of the River Foyle. 
It was proposed to include about 3.500 acres. - 
5,000 on the north side and 500 on the south of 
the river, thus more than doubling the acreave 
of the city. The population then would bo 
about 50,000, in place of the 48.000 of to-day. 
There was remarkable unanimity about the pro- 
posed extension, but between the deposit of the 
bill and April this year there had been an 
election in Londonderry Council, and the pre- 
sent. majority party wanted some alterations. 
Negotiations had taken place, and he had to 
tell the Committee that the schedule attached 
to the bill was not that which passed the second 
reading in the House. 

A long discussion followed on this announce- 
ment, and the Chairman (Mr. J. H. Whitley) 
said that he did not see how the promoters 
were going to get over this. The. Commiticc 
would onty be hearing one side of the Case. and 
although, no doubt, the promoters’ assurance 
that all parties were in favour of the alteration 
was true, that was not sufficient for the Come 
mittee. . 

Eventually the matter was adjourned for 4 
week, in order that the agents might confer 
with the promoiers, and endeavour to disen- 
tangle the matter, which was complicated by 
the recent Government Bill epplying propor- 
tional representation ia Los Government 
bodies in Treland. 


THE BRIDGE COMMISSIONERS. 


A bill seeking power to increase the charcea 
for the use of the bridge and for tolls on the 
ferries across the Fovle came before the Un- 
opposed Committee of the House of Commons 
yesterday afternoon, Mr. Cash, Parliamentary 
agent. said that the charge to passengers at 
present was one penny, but threepence would 
not be a universa! charge. There was only one 
road on the bridge on which there was a charge, 
and it was proposed to increase that charge by 
150 per cent., as they had to maintain both 
roads from the charge imposed on the one. At 
present the Commissioners had no reserve, and 
part of the bridge required rebuilding. The 
bill was passed for third reading.

ATTACKED. 


BAGDAD RAILWAY CUT. 

The War Office states that on July ist an 
attack was made by Arabs ou the Government 
building at Rumetha (on the Euphrates), and 
a local Sheikh, who was imprisoned for inciting 
to rebellion, was forcibly released. The Arab 
guard over the building were killed by the 
rioters. 

On the same day the Basra-Bagdad Railway 
was cut in three places, mear Rumetha and 
Samawe. Reinforcements reached Samawa 


from Basra on July 3rd. but an.armoured train. i 


which followed later Ir the dar, was. attacked 
and derailed. It eventually withdrew to Kbidr, 
after casualties had. been inflieted on the tribes- 
men. A small column which endeavoured to 
reach Rumetha suffered some casalties. and 
owing to the cutting of a canal was unable to 
reach thai place. Punitive columns are being 
despatched, and the Royal Air Force has been 
active, using bombs and machine-guys on the 
hostile tribesrnen, who are also reporied to have 
anffered heavy casuatties from the resistance cf 
the garrison of Rumetha. Railway repair 
parties have been sent out, and the damage to 
the railwey is being wepaired. There is no 
danger as rerards the supply of the force at, 
and beyond Bagdad, since the river line af 
Ticris is still open as an alternative to the 
railway.

“ A DELICATE SITUATION.” 

In the House of Commons yesterday, Far! 
Winterton asked the Secretary for War whether 
rail communication between Basra and Bagdad, 
which was cut as the result of the recent rising, 
had yet been repaired; how many British and 
Indian casualties, respectively, had been caused 
in the recent fighting, and what losses of war 
material and rolling stock had resulted from the 
attacks made by the imsurrectioniste on the 
British military armoured and other trains. 

Mr. Churchill .replied—It is understood that 
there was no British garrison at Rumetha be- 
fore the outbreak, but that a company of Indian 
infantry. proceeded there on receiving notice of 
the atiack on the Government buiidings, and 
before the railway was cut. I am informed 
that there is no reason to connect tne rising 
with the. Arab rulers, who were subsidised by 
this country, and that, as far as is known, the 
Sheikh in question was not in receipt of a sub- 
sidy. The latest information is to the following 
effect :—Military operations are in progress, but 
are hampered by shortage of rollmg stock, six 
trains in all having been captured or derailed 
between Hamawa and Diwauiyab. Deiach- 
ments at Shamiyah and Rumetha are isolated. 
The line haa been cut in addition above 
Diwauiyah, but not seriously. Troops at 
Rumetha have suffered heavy casualties, and 
detachments sent in relief have also sufferea 
severely, amd are fifieen miles from Rumetha. 
1 may add that the situation in the Shamiyah 
district and in the Rasiniyh district is reported 
to be delicate. Tt will, of eouree, be understood 
that neither. of the forces mentioned is a large 
one. No report of any British casualties has 
been received to date. 

Karl Winterton asked if there was ut present 
a tery serious situation in operation—namely, 
that railway communication had been eut be- 
tween Basra and Bagdad, and had been so for 
several days, and that forces on the spot were 
not in a position to repair it.

A large district is 
in great disorder and the railway communi- 
cations interrupted, and the small local relieving 
column which has advanced has not been able 
fo cope with the disorder. A considerable force 
jx now on its way from Bagdad, and, in ad- 
dition, I have found it necessary to ask the 
Indian Government to warn, in case of emer- 
gency, that a farther force should be despatched. 
The communications of the Army in Mesopo- 
famia can, however, be to a large extent main- 
tained by the River Euphrates. We are not 
dependent upon the actual movement of trains 
along the railway, and there is no reason to 
suppose that if sufficient exertion is made order 
cannot be thoroughly re-established.

Adams eontinued smilingty, and Resolute turned 
ihe outer mark 52 minutes 54 seconds past 2, 
and she headed back for the finish. She was 
soon in difficulties, however, and her two head 
sails began to draw, whilst her chub. topsail was 
swinging helplessly.
